Final farewell to 


murdered sisters

HUNDREDS of tear¬ 
ful mourners gath¬ 
ered on Friday for 
the funeral of mur¬ 
dered teenagers 
Davina and Jasmine 
Baker. 

Around 200 people 
attended Cambridge 
Crematorium to bid a 
final farewell to the 
devoted sisters, who 
were found stabbed to 
death at the home of 
their mother, Rekha 
Kumari-Baker, 39. She 
has been charged with 
their murder, and was 
not present at the 
service. 

The mourners packed 
inside the crematorium’s 
West Chapel as the hearses 
containing two white coffins 
arrived. Pallbearers carried 
the coffins, decked with 
flowers, into the chapel. 

Heartbroken dad David 
Baker’s simple message to 
his eldest daughter read: “I 
love you darling Davina. Rest 
in Peace. Dad.” 

An identical message and 
pink and white floral display 
was left for Jasmine. 

The order of service 
contained a moving message 
from Mr Baker. 

It read: “Davina and 
Jasmine, you are my beaut¬ 
iful angels. 

“You brought light and 
pride into my life. I was there 
the moment each of you 
were born, I held you as

babies and watched you 
smile for the first time. I 
taught you to walk, I taught 
you to talk. 

“I was watching you grow 
into beautiful, intelligent 
young women, so full of life, 
so full of confidence. 

“Now you have been 
ripped away from me I will 
never be the same person 
again. 

“You will always be in my 
heart. I love you and hope in 
God’s name you are at peace. 
Every day I suffer is one day 
closer to the day we meet 
again. 

“I loved you as you loved 
each other. Davina, my 
princess, look after Jasmine 
for me now. 

“If I could give anything to 
hold you both again, I 
promise I would.” 

The cover of the order of 
service featured a photo¬ 
graph of the sisters, with the 
words: “Grief is not forever - 
but love is.” 

The service opened with 
prayers for Davina and 
Jasmine and was followed by 
a Bible reading and the song 
Missing You, by P Diddy 

George Baker, the girls’ 
uncle, gave a tribute and 
there was also a reading of 
words from the Hindu 
religious leader, Rabin¬ 
dranath Tagore: “Death is 
not the extinguishing of the 
light, but the blowing out of 
the candle because the dawn 
has come.”

Afterwards 
mourners emerged 
to look at dozens of 
floral tributes left 
to Davina, 16, and 
Jasmine, 13, in an 
impromptu mem¬ 
orial outside the 
chapel entrance.

JobCentre shut by early 
morning arson attack 


AN ARSON attack has put a 
JobCentre out of action for at 
least a week. 

Four fire crews battled for two 
hours to tackle a blaze at the 
JobCentre in Ely’s Market Street 
early on Monday morning. 

The centre will be closed for the 
rest of this week, with interviews 
for Jobseeker’s Allowance can¬ 
celled and payments to be made 
automatically 

Firefighters were called to the 
premises at 3.20am and brought the 
blaze under control by 5.50am.

A spokeswoman for Cambridge¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Service said 
the blaze was started deliberately, 
with flames kindled in rubbish 
placed against the doorway 
The building’s front door was left 
badly damaged, a window was 
smashed and there was extensive 
smoke damage to the interior. 

The spokeswoman said: “Flames 
went up the side of the building 
and onto the roof. Firefighters 


worked hard to stop the fire 
spreading.” 

The first call to the fire service 
came at 3.17am, with a second call 
reporting that the door of the 
JobCentre was alight. 

Two crews from Ely arrived and 
called for back-up, with engines 
from Littleport and Soham bring¬ 
ing in extra support. 

Investigators visited the centre 
on Monday to look for further 
evidence. 

A spokeswoman for the Depart¬ 
ment of Work and Pensions (DWP) 


said the JobCentre would 
definitely be closed for the rest of 
the week, but added it was too soon 
to say exactly how long the closure 
would last. She added that 
appointments would be re-booked. 

The DWP spokeswoman said it 
was not possible to give an 
estimate on the cost of the damage, 
as an assessment of the building 
was still going on.

Sir, I would refer to your front 
page article “Secret decision 
over refuse collection”, of 
Thursday, July 26. 

The contract for waste 
collection was tendered under 
the EU procurement legislation, 
OJEU notice 2006/S 163- 
175725. 

All EU tenders are awarded to 
the published award criteria, 
which is releasable under FOIA. 


These must be objective and 
measurable and it is only on this 
basis that any contract can be 
awarded. Award notices must 
also be published together with 
the award criteria, total contract 
value is also published. 

The committee can only 
endorse the outcome of the 
evaluation or reject the award in 
its entirety; they cannot change 
the outcome and 


recommendations of any 
evaluation. 

Any evaluation process should 
be robust, and evidenced, with 
the various criteria evaluated 
separately and this would 
include the “price matrix” so any 
financial implications, which 
may be confidential, could have 
been excluded from the public 
session. 

To use the excuse of 


commercially confidential is 
very questionable, and implies 
they have something to hide. 
The whole EU procurement 
process is designed to be 
open and transparent.

Mr Bradbury said 


that as the argument 
continued, Barnes 
smashed a glass in the 
sink and poured beer 
over Ms Atkins’ back 
and hair.

Ms Atkins said in a 
statement: “I laid 
down and curled up 
into a ball. I was 
scared.”

Mr Bradbury said 
when Ms Atkins tried 
to call the police on 
her phone, Barnes 
threw it against the 
wall and smashed it.

A HUGE crane has started the 
job of lifting derailed wagons 
from a damaged bridge. 

Network Rail engineers are using a 
1,000-tonne crane to lift 11 goods wagons 
from the Hawks Bridge over the Great 
Ouse south of Ely a month after the train 
crashed. 

The single-track line has been closed 
since the crash on June 22, with rep¬ 
lacement bus services taking passengers 
between Ely and Bury St Edmunds. 

It is estimated that the line will not 
return to normal service for another five 
months. 

Workmen built a 1.3km temporary road 
from the A142 across marshland to put 
the crane in position. 

Once lifted off, the wagons will be 
taken away on low-loader lorries. The 
bridge will then have to be hoisted away 
and replaced by a new one. 

Patrick Hallgate, Anglia route director 
for Network Rail, said: “Our engineers 
have been working really hard to get to 
this key phase of the recovery 
programme. Once the lift is complete, we 
can get on with clearing the river, 
rebuilding the bridge and getting 
passenger and freight services back up. 

“There is still a lot of work to do, and 
the complexity of the situation means we 
do not yet have a reopening date for the 
line. We share passengers’ frustration at 
disruption to their service and we will 
keep all those involved informed of the 
progress of the recovery” 

The wagons, which have been dangling 
precariously over the Great Ouse, pitched 
between 20,000 and 40,000 tonnes of 
building aggregate in to the river. 

The Environment Agency has closed 
the river to boats and put in place booms 
to stop the spread of oil and hydraulic 
fluid from the wagons. 

No one was injured in the crash. 

Despite repeated requests from the 
Weekly News for an estimate on how 
much the bridge repairs will cost, 
Network Rail has refused to provide any 
figures.

Lid kept on 
bins decision 


THE DECISION to 
hold a secret vote on 
weekly rubbish coll¬ 
ections has been 
branded “appalling” 
by a senior coun¬ 
cillor. 

A special meeting of 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s envir¬ 
onment and transport 
committee has been held 
to decide whether to 
extend a trial of fort¬ 
nightly bin collections 
across the district. It is 
thought the introduction 
of wheelie bins was also 
on the agenda. 

But the council has 
declined to make its 
decision known and 
claims that, because neg¬ 
otiations with companies 
for the waste collection 
contract are ongoing, 
revealing whether resi¬ 
dents in Ely, Littleport 
and Soham will receive 
weekly or fortnightly 
collections would ruin 
the deal. 

Coun Ian Allen, a 
member of the comm¬ 
ittee and deputy leader of 
the Lib Dem group, 
believes the decision 
should have been kept 
separate from the con-

tract negotiations and 
made in public. 

He said: “It sets an 
appalling precedent for 
how this Conservative- 
controlled council is 
going to operate in 
future. 

“I want reassurance 
that as much public 
discussion takes place as 
did previously 

“We could have had a 
public discussion about 
the recycling rates for 
weekly or alternate 
weekly, then gone into 
private for contract 
discussions.” 

Coun Brian Ashton, 
leader of the council, 
said: “A further decision 
will be made in the next 
few weeks based upon 
commercial negotiations 
between the council and 
prospective contractors.” 

He said it was not 
possible to indicate what 
the decision is due to 
sensitive commercial 
reasons.

port in the north, from 
Kennett in the east to 
Sutton in the west. 

The current contract 
for area waste collection 
is held by Cleanaway. 

Ely resident Art 
Kelleway said: “My 
personal feeling is it 
should stay weekly I 
hope there is a decision 
sooner rather than later 
They could have said, 
‘what would it cost us for 
weekly and what would 
it cost for a fortnightly 
collection?’.” 

Last November, the 
council announced villa¬ 
gers in Witchford were 
recycling 77 per cent of 
their rubbish - one of 
the best rates in the 
country 

Local authorities such 
as neighbouring South 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council have turned to 
fortnightly collections in 
a bid to boost recycling 
rates.

course will be university 
experts, authors and clergy¬ 
men, along with veteran 
Blue Badge guide Margaret 
Haynes, who has been show¬ 
ing tourists around the city 
for 30 years. 

She said: “To do a Blue 
Badge is very expensive - it 
costs £500 - so we are doing 
our own course. 

“Ely is a very popular 
place. With all the publicity 
from The Golden Age and 


being on David Dimbleby’s 
programme, you get people 
now saying ‘we saw it on TV’ 
- it’s all good publicity for

Mrs Haynes thinks better 
facilities will help the city to 
attract even more tourists 
and is confident by encour¬ 
aging extra visitors to enjoy 
the city’s charms they will 
reap the benefit.

Backing for lodes lover 


Shop Early for Back 


in National Tiust battle 


A CAMPAIGNER fighting to 
save ancient waterways has 
accused the National Trust of 
fuelling the threat to their 
existence. 

Geoffrey Woollard believes 
Cambridgeshire’s five lodes, 
which he sees as a vital 
resource for walkers and 
boaters, could be ditched 
under the National Trust’s 
Wicken Vision plan to extend 
wetlands. 

Mr Woollard’s petition to 
save the lodes on the Downing 
Street website has been 
boosted by a motion of 
support from East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council. 

Though the Upware resident 
and Swaffham Prior parish 
councillor was delighted at 
winning council backing, he 


thought one feature was left 
out of the debate. Mr Woollard 
said: “Of course, there was an 
elephant in the room and 
nobody dared mention its 
name. I dare. Its name is the 
National Trust. 

“In my opinion, if it had not 
been for the National Trust’s 
plans to buy up and partially 
flood some 10,000 acres of rich 
fen land in the Swaffham 
Internal Drainage Board’s 
area, this issue would not be 
causing so much concern to so 
many people. 

“The National Trust says 
that ‘lowering’ some of the 
lodes would be ‘acceptable’.” 

A National Trust spokesman 
said: “The National Trust is 
aware of the cultural and 
historical significance of the 


lodes and the part they play in 
water management across the 
fens. 

“We are confident that we 
can develop the Wicken Vision 
in partnership with the 
Environment Agency, neigh¬ 
bouring landowners and local 
communities.” 

The council motion, backed 
unanimously by members at a 
full meeting, recognises the 
lodes as special historical and 
recreational features and 
“deplores any moves that 
might lead to the Environment 
Agency lowering or ditching 
any of the lodes.” 

The motion was proposed by 
Coun Allen Alderson and se¬ 
conded by Coun Hazel 
Williams.

Healthy residents need 
to keep eye on the road 


PEOPLE in healthy East 
Cambridgeshire can ex¬ 
pect long lives but are 
more likely than most to 
be hurt in a road acci¬ 
dent, a study reveals. 

Figures from the Depart¬ 
ment of Health show resi¬ 
dents of Ely, Littleport, 
Soham and surrounding vill¬ 
ages have higher life expect¬ 
ancies than average for the 
eastern region or England as 
a whole - and women do even 
better than men. 

East Cambridgeshire’s 
community health profile 
scored well in comparison 
with national and regional 
averages on a range of fac¬ 
tors, including low early 
death rates from cancer and 
heart disease, low teenage 
pregnancy rates and low

numbers of smokers. 

But the number of injuries 
and deaths caused by road 
accidents is above average - 
with young men living in 
East Cambridgeshire five 
times more likely to die in a 
crash than young men in 
Cambridge. 

Dr Liz Robin, director of 
public health for Cambridge¬ 
shire Primary Care Trust and 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, said: “It is quite a 
positive profile - on most of 
the indicators East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is better or not 
significantly different from 
the national average. 

“That is quite similar to 
Cambridgeshire as a whole.” 


But health does vary across 
the county. Dr Robin said: 
“Life expectancy will be 
highest in South Cambridge¬ 
shire and lowest in Fenland, 
with East Cambridgeshire 
coming in between. 

“It is very closely related to 
the socio-economic situation. 
There is a close correlation 
between income and health.” 

The major health worry in 
the profile is road accidents. 
Dr Robin said: “That is a 
particular public health 
concern in rural areas of 
Cambridgeshire. I think it is 
important that local people 
understand we have these 
high rates.” 

She added that between 
2000 and 2004, men in East 
Cambridgeshire aged be¬ 
tween 15 and 24 were five 
times more likely to die on 


the roads than men from that 
age group in Cambridge - the 
second worst figures in the 
East of England behind 
Fenland. 

On the brighter side, the 
average life expectancy for 
women in East Cambridge¬ 
shire is 83, above the regional 
average and above the 
national average of 81.1 
years. Life expectancy for 
men is 78.3, closer to the 
regional average and the 
national average of 76.9. 

One adult in five is obese - 
worse than the average for 
the eastern region but mar¬ 
ginally better than the 
national average.

Scouts off to the jamboree 


A TEAM of 36 Scouts and Guides from 
across Cambridgeshire have joined 
thousands more at their World Jamboree. 
The event at Hylands Park in Chelmsford 
is part of the movement’s centenary year. 
About 44,000 young people from 216 
countries are taking part. 

The team from Cambridgeshire travelled 
to the site from Huntingdon racecourse a 
day early, along with other British Scouts 


and Guides, to act as hosts to their foreign 
visitors. 

Prince William opened the 10-day 
jamboree, which runs until Saturday. 

Chris Ward, from Cambridgeshire Scouts, 
said the local team had been looking 
forward to the event, which had been 
planned for 18 months. 

He said: “It will be the largest gathering of 
young people in the UK for 50 years.” 


DOZENS of anti-social behav¬ 
iour orders issued to young 
thugs in Cambridgeshire and 
across East Anglia could be 
worthless, MPs have warned. 

The House of Commons Public 
Accounts Committee, Westminster’s 
efficiency watchdog, revealed that 646 
of the orders, or ASBOs, were issued 
in Cambridgeshire, Bedfordshire, 
Hertfordshire, Suffolk and Essex 
between April 1999 and December 
2005. 

But it said that a hard core of 
persistent offenders merely shrugged 
them off and went on bringing misery 
and despair to local communities. 

The report, Tackling Antisocial 
Behaviour, reveals 9,853 ASBOs were 
issued in England and Wales over the 
six years. 

But research by the National 
Audit Office found that “a small core 
of people engaged repeatedly in anti¬ 
social behaviour with around 20 per 
cent of the sample cases receiving 
over half of all interventions issued”. 

Forty-six per cent of the 893 cases 
examined were for people of 18 and 
under and 54 per cent for adults. 

In the Cambridgeshire police area, 
101 ASBOs were issued and in 
Bedfordshire 82, Essex 149, Hertford¬ 
shire 146 and Suffolk 168. This comp¬ 
ares with 1,237 in Greater Manchester. 

PAC chairman and former Tory 
Minister Edward Leigh said: “A 
barrage of different antisocial 


behaviour measures was introduced 
10 years ago but the Home Office has 
not done any work nationwide to find 
out which ones work best. 

“The National Audit Office found 
evidence that, for many tearaways, a 
simple and cheap warning letter was 
enough to deter further bad behaviour. 
But the Government has not collected 
any information on the effectiveness 
of different measures on different 
groups of offenders. 

“A hard core of persistent offenders 
clearly regards ASBOs as part and 
parcel of its way of life and to be 
shrugged off accordingly. Enforce¬ 
ment action against these people must 
be absolutely rigorous. 

“And we need to try to head off a 
new generation of persistent off¬ 
enders, by directing appropriate 
support at families whose youngsters 
are at risk of falling into anti-social 
behaviour.” 

David Howarth, MP for Cambridge, 
said: “Breach rates for ASBOs are 
around 50 per cent, and even the 
Government is beginning to 
acknowledge that ASBOs don’t work. 

“In contrast, Acceptable Behaviour 
Contracts have much lower re¬ 
offending rates and mean that ASBOs 
need only be used as a last resort. 

“ASBOs and Acceptable Behaviour 
Contracts need to be combined with 
measures like drug and alcohol 
treatment and work with the off¬ 
ender’s family and community to help 
change their behaviour.”

because of problems caused by repeated 
traveller encampments. 

Insp Adam Gallop, of Cambridgeshire 
police, said patrols in the area had been 
increased following a number of complaints 
about anti-social behaviour. 

And in Newmarket, travellers who were 
parked on The Severals green since Tuesday 
July 17, have moved on. 

All 14 caravans camped on the green, 


which is owned by Newmarket Town 
Council and the Jockey Club, had left by the 
weekend. The town council applied for an 
order of possession notice and the travellers 
accepted they had to move on. 

Meanwhile, a hearing into an illegal 
travellers’ site in Beck Row has retired to 
decide if they can stay A decision could be 
made within two weeks. 

Forest Heath District Council had ruled 
they should have moved off the three-acre 
paddock at Breach Drove, Beck Row, by 
November. 

But travellers are still there and they 
appealed against a council enforcement 
notice and the refusal of retrospective 
planning permission. 


People living nearby and the parish 
council objected to the site and planning 
inspector Lucy Drake conducted an inquiry 
to hear the appeals by the travellers, named 
as Agnes Lewis and others. 

Caravans moved on to the land during 
Easter last year, and work began laying out 
the site into six individual plots. 

Council officials took legal action, 
including an injunction with the threat of 
prison for anyone trying to continue work on 
the site. 

The inquiry heard that just two of the 
plots were occupied. 

The council argued that there were 
already two approved sites in the area.

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New flight laws 

NEW European laws ending 
discrimination against 
people with mobility 
problems on flights have 
come into force. 

Richard Howitt, MEP for 
the East of England, has 
been backing the campaign 
since nine blind and 
partially-sighted people 
were taken off a Ryanair 
flight in September 2005. 
Airline staff told them the 
flight had reached its safety 
quota. 

Mr Howitt said: “This 
change stems directly from 
the disgraceful incident at 
Stansted where this group 
of blind and partially- 
sighted people were thrown 
off the Ryanair flight. They 
felt publicly humiliated by 
Ryanair in front of all the 
other passengers.” 

Fall in quality 

THE quality of drinking 
water in the region fell 
slightly last year, but it is 
still more than 99 per cent. 
According to water quality 
regulator DWI, its latest 
report for the east of 
England found a slight 
down turn in the proportion 
of samples passing 
standards tests in 2006. 
There were more test 
failures at treatment works, 
but fewer failures at 
locations where treated 
water is stored. 

The report says almost 
13,000 people contacted 
water companies in the 
region about a tap water 
quality problem, equating 
to around two per 1,000 of 
the population.

A FALL in police officer 
numbers in Cambridge¬ 
shire has been singled 
out as the most severe in 
the country 

The figures, published by 
the Home Office, reveal the 
number of officers fell by 46 
last year, a drop of 3.2 per cent 
- the largest in England and 
Wales. 

Cambridgeshire was among 
20 forces, out of a total of 43, 
which saw a reduction in 
police officer strength between 
April 2006 and March this year. 
A total of 89 officers left the 
force, including 75 police con¬ 
stables, and just 43 joined, 
including 40 Pcs. 

Nationally the number of 
police officers rose by 369, 
from 141,523 to 141,892. 

The declining number in 
Cambridgeshire is in stark 
contrast with neighbouring 
forces, several of which saw 
an increase in strength last 
year. 

Essex police numbers rose 
by 19, Hertfordshire gained 36 
and the ranks of Suffolk police 
increased by 51 officers - a 3.9 
per cent rise. 

The only other force in the 
region to lose officers was 
Bedfordshire which had 21 
fewer at the end of the

financial year - a fall of 1.7 per 
cent. 

The number of officers from 
ethnic minorities in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire also fell over the 
year, dropping from 35 to 33. It 
means that 2.3 per cent of the 
force comprises officers from 
ethnic minorities compared 
with a national average of 3.9 
per cent. 

A police spokesman denied 
the fall in officer numbers was 
affecting front-line policing, 
and said the majority of 
officers leaving the force had 
been on special security duties 
funded by the Government. 

He said: “The number of 
officers in Cambridgeshire 
reduced last year as a result of 
a Home Office review of 
funding for security at 
sensitive locations in the 
county 

“Subsequently the number 
of centrally funded specialist 
posts for officers involved in 
security roles was reduced by 
more than 30. 

“Overall, our establishment 
remains at 1,401 and while we 
have the normal churn of 
retirements and transferees 
we are recruiting new officers 
this year.”

Welsh superstar at

Opera superstar Katherine 
Jenkins returns to Audley 
End to headline the spec¬ 
tacular Last Night of the 
Proms concert on Sunday.

“Then I 
won choirgirl of the year when I 
was 10 and thought, okay, maybe 
I could do this!” 

Universal Classics certainly 
thought so when they snapped 
up Katherine at the age of 23 - at 
the time working as a music 
teacher - handing her a six- 
album deal. And just three years 
down the line, the shy schoolgirl 
from Neath has been transformed 
into an international superstar. 

The fastest selling female opera 
singer since Maria Callas, she has 
sold out the world’s biggest 
venues including the Sydney 
Opera House and the Albert Hall 
and notched up sales of more 


than two million records. 

There’s no rest for the 26-year-old 
this summer with a busy schedule 
of outdoor concerts including the 
Last Night of the Proms at Audley 
End.

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CR-V turns into an SUV star 


(VERDICT 

Honda CR-V 



■ THE HONDA CR-V... moving into the sophisticated world of the X5 and Freelander. 


THERE’S a question in 
Honda’s 4x4 press kit, which 
goes: what is the general 
direction for the latest CR- 
V? 

The firm’s own 50-word waffle- 
along answer can be readily 
dismissed and substituted with 
one: up, writes Phil Vaughan. 

Forget the old CR-V - it’s nothing 
at all like the striking new model, 
which is a different car for a 
different market. What was once a 
middling off-roader is now a sports 
utility superstar. 

Indeed, you can now forgive any 
CR-V owner for developing a 
superiority complex: incredibly, 
the EX, or top-of-range, CR-V’s 
equipment list is stuffed to 
bursting with no less than 85 items 
- three of them in the advanced 
safety pack of active front lights, 
cruise control, and collision¬ 
braking, which applies the anchors 
if you get too close to the car in 
front. 

A standard items list has never 
looked so good - it’s the kind of 
offer-you-can’t-refuse package that 
would make any Corleone family 
Don proud. 

Each and every bit of kit - MP3 


connection, DVD satnav, rear 
parking camera, panoramic glass 
roof, and even the double-decker 
cargo shelf - strongly underscores 
Honda’s easy upward step into the 
sophisticated world of BMW X3, 
Land Rover Freelander2, and so on. 

But the mark-up is much less. 
Honda is asking just £23,527 for the 
CR-V 2.0i EX and all that comes 
with it, or £25,527 with the 
Advanced Safety Pack. 

The tested l,997cc petrol engine, 
with six-speed manual gearbox, 
may not make up too many of the 
22,000 new CR-Vs Honda expects to 
sell in Britain each year, because 
the acclaimed 2.2-litre turbo diesel 
unit will take the lion’s share. 

The diesel returns 43.5mpg on 
the combined cycle, against the 
petrol’s 34.9mpg - so the high 
mileage motorist should opt for the 
oil burner. 

Don’t split hairs over choice - 
both power packs make for good 
towing vehicles, with not-so-hot 
ground clearance, the CR-V isn’t 
going to see a lot of mud sucking 
away at the tyres on its 18-inch 
alloy wheels. 

The 2.0i CR-V is an easy mover 
up to the legal limit, capable of 
118mph, and quicker than it looks 


with the 0 to 62mph time at 10.2 
seconds. It holds the road well, 
with the chassis and suspension 
stifling most of the body roll, and 
the comfort in the roomy cabin 
equals your favourite armchair - 
the EX leather interior helps. Four- 
wheel drive is part-time, but all 
four wheels will be driven if the 
automatic set-up senses the need 
for it. 

The inclusion of a space-saver 
spare wheel has boosted boot space 


to a standard 556-litres, about 
double that of a small family car. 
Flip down the rear seats to treble 
that capacity if you load it up to 
the glass roof. 

Finally, among the mainstream 
manufacturer warranties - let’s 
exclude the Hyundai and Kia five 
and seven-year deals - Honda’s is 
one of the most realistic, over 
three years or 90,000 miles use, 
with five years on the exhaust, plus 
12-years structural corrosion cover.

NEW research pub¬ 
lished by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport 
shows vehicles equipp¬ 
ed with Electronic 
Stability Control (ESC) 
are 25 per cent less 
likely to be involved in 
fatal accidents. 

In addition, new research 
released by Thatcham this 
week reveals that less than 
half of new cars sold in the 
UK have ESC fitted as 
standard. This compares 
poorly with 58 per cent in 
Germany and 75 per cent in 
Sweden. While progress on 
standard fitment has been 
made, with a rise of seven 
per cent over 2006 figures, 
this level of fitment 
remains disappointing, 


since approximately 380 
lives could be saved 
annually if the UK 
motorist had the same 
fitment levels as those in 
Scandinavia. 

Researchers from the 
insurer-funded research 
centre based in Thatcham, 
Berkshire are urging 
manufacturers to fit ESC as 
standard across their 
model ranges to help 
prevent the risk of 
collisions and cut 
unnecessary deaths. 

Business leaders will be 
alerted to the life saving car 
technology and its 
availability on models 
marketed to UK fleets when 
attending the ‘Driving for 
Better Business’ road 
safety initiative launched 
by HRH Prince Michael of 


Kent at Northampton¬ 
shire’s Rockingham Circ¬ 
uit. 

With fleet sales account¬ 
ing for the majority of new 
car sales in the UK each 
year, business leaders are 
experiencing a difficult 
choice when choosing 
vehicles that will protect 
their drivers as only two 
models, the Volkswagen 
Golf and Passat, from the 
top 10 models based on non¬ 
private car sales in 2006, 
have ESC fitted as 
standard. 

In Sweden, both Vauxhall 
and Toyota supply every 
car in their entire model 
range with ESC fitted as 
standard. However, in the 
UK, the ESC fitment on 
Vauxhalls and Toyotas is 
sadly lacking, with only 


two models from each of 
these ranges sold with ESC 
as standard. 

Matthew Avery, Thatc- 
ham’s crash research 
manager, comments: 
“While we have seen some 
improvement of fitment 
levels Thatcham’s message 
to vehicle manufacturers’ 
must be - you know ESC 
can make a real difference 
in preventing accidents 
occurring, you have an 
obligation to fit this 
technology as standard 
across all your model 
ranges. ESC is a funda¬ 
mental safety device; think 
seat belts, think airbags, 
think ESC.”

ONLY a quarter of motorists can 
recognise popular new car models 
according to research from New Car 
Net, leading to accusations that a lot 
of new cars’ designs are all too 
similar to each other. 

New Car Net stripped a selection 
of 10 vehicles of identifiable 
markings and then showed them to a 
selection of motorists to gauge how 
much of a visual impression they 
left. 

The futuristically styled Honda 
Civic was perhaps unsurprisingly 
the most easily recognised, while 
Vauxhall’s Zafira MPV was the most 
anonymous. 

The Ford Focus came second 
behind the Civic, reflecting its 
position as the biggest selling car in 
the UK. BMW’s 1 Series also 
benefited from its distinctive styling, 
coming third. 

New Car Net’s Massimo Pini said: 
“Car manufacturers are turning to 
retro-inspired designs like the Fiat 
500 and the Mini because they seem 
to be struggling to achieve 
recognition with more contemporary 
styling. 

“The majority of drivers can 
identify these iconic vehicles 
immediately, but the new Honda 
Civic’s performance in our survey 
proves that bolder and more 
courageous designs can be just as 
recognisable. 

“The problem is that with so much 
at stake on the success or failure of 
new models , it’s all too easy to adopt 
a ‘me-too’ approach to car design 
these days, with new vehicles simply 
blending into the background of 
other similarly bland machines.”

THE worlds are 
calling for ace 
Goldie Sayers. 

The Ely-based javelin 
thrower was named in 
the Norwich Union Great 
Britain and Northern 
Ireland squad for the 
World Championships in 
Osaka, Japan, from 
August 24 to September 2. 
Her place on the plane 
was never in doubt after 
she smashed the British 
record with her first 
throw of the season 
back in May. And Sayers 
secured her spot in one of 
the youngest Great 
Britain teams to travel to 
a major championship in 
Manchester last 
weekend. 

The British record holder 
took gold with a throw of 
63.02m - over 10 metres 
clear of her nearest rival. 
Laura Whittingham 
came second and Lianne 
Clarke grabbed bronze. 


After beating a world- 
class field at the Norwich 
Union Grand Prix in 
Glasgow last month, the 
25 year old insists she 
will head to Japan full of 
confidence. 

She said: “The crosswind 
didn’t help and was 
probably worth a few 
more metres. Every time 
I got hold of a good one, 
the wind pulled it back, 
which was a bit 
frustrating. 

“I picked up a back 
injury after my British 
record in June which has 
probably turned into a 
good thing. It has meant I 
haven’t trained as hard 
as I normally would, so 
I’m a bit fresher now. 
“That also means I 
shouldn’t peak too soon 
ahead of the World 
Championships. Those 
are my focus now and I 
am going there knowing I 
am capable of a good 
performance.”
